Col, Johnstons Foll ws Him In

The distinctive feature of the politi-
¢yl meeting Feidsy at Audorson was
the debate between Col. Johustone and
Sanator MoLasurin, who had uoexpeol-
edly arrived st Anderzon. It seemed
to be absolutely unexpeoted, and most
people did oot Leliave it. When Uon-
gressman Latimer had abou! concluded
hia argument a note was handed Chair-
man Bresziale to the effeot that Ssos-
tor MoLaurin would arrive about 1:30
and s0, after s conferenoce, it was de
cided to adjourn the meeting untii
after the arrival of Sonator MoLaurin
and to reserve the remainiog speaker,
Col. George Johnstone, to reply wo
him. Congressmsn Latimer and Mr.
Homphill did not have the opportuni-
ties of the afternoon sescion, which
was full of enthusissm and fire.

M LAURIN ARRIVES

Senator McLaurin came into the hall
with the most hearty of welcomes. His
friends ocbeered him time and again ana
he must have felt well over it, becsuse
he made = capital speech and he whe
bolioves MeLisurin osnpot take oare of
himself is woefully mistaken; but ke
met & foe of remarkable ability 10 Jol.
Geo. Johnstone.

Mr. MoLaurin opened up the second
section of today's meeling io a speceh
of over an hour, and during that time
he was heartily applauded at frequent
intervals, He did not mention Tillman
throughout his specch in any way
aod he made no reference to Latimer,
who had punched him good and hard
during his speech, but it was more e¢s
peciaily in his secound or reply speech
that he made his best effort. 1t was
thon that he took off his collar and got
down to businezs, snd it was then that
he threw real fecling into his specch,
replying to biting earcasm of Col.

You who have bean pinioned by Sioklea
and Uanby sre pointed to the epnotacle
of the Filipinos governed in the ssma
condition as the south was years ago.

Laurin's srgument that the islands
should be held fer trade. MecLaurin
himself tells you they wear no olothas,
The proper thing to dois to extend
the Monroe deotrine to them, make
treaty agreementa mnd fricnds of the
people. Then he jimped iato MoLiu-
rin's ship subsidy proposition. LIf it
was to be done for the farmer why
not give the farmer the $1 s balo di-
rectly and 0 on. Give the money di-
reot to these Mr., MoLaurin says it will
help and not to the rich ship ownera.

What he commoanted on espeoially
was the change of Mr. MoLaurin on
the troaty.

M LAURIN REPLIES,

In reply to Mr. Johnstone's argn-
ment Senator Mol.surin, in conolusion,
said relative to the statowent that he
had sasid MeKinley ought to be reclee-
ted by acelamation, that hie had ssid it
would be wrong to defeat MeKinley be-
oasuse of tho conduct of the war.

If
he had consulted his own pooketbook
and comfort he would have sccepted
the position on the Philippine commis
sion. It was a onse of damned il ho did
aod if he did not. He did oot socept
because he did not propose to ratire
under firo and he intended to ocome
back and render an account of « is eerv-
ico, After Mr. Johnstone was defoated
he was going to seo if he oould oot get
him s position ouat there, (Muoh sp-
plause and laughtor)

As to the patrousge in South Carolina
ho said all he wished was to have beon
in Greenvilla. BSuoh spocolies s Mr.
Johnstone's were as old as the ooon
story. He told the president he sould
not be givon any federal position and
he told him if he wanted to do any
thing for his people he would be glad to
cooperato with him. The president ia
no autoorat; he is & brave, humane
and broad-minded man, He cxplsined
the position here to the president and

he had tried to put the offices in the
hands of South Carolinians. Ho could
not put Damoorats in all the offizes, but
he tried to get the best be oonld, and if
be could not get Democrats ho got the
most acoeptable Kapublicans. Ho went
to the eenate to represent his people
and do the bast he could for them. lle
highly complimented Mr, Johnstone on
his spacch for ability and courtesy.

Col. Johuatone bhad made a great
bluader in Lis subsidy argument. ‘Lhe
strongest lobby in tho senate was the
Pacifio raiiway's, and they did not fa-
vor the enbaidy as he claims, but
fought it. Mr. Ilill, prosident of the
Norihera Pacifio, foaght the eubsidy
bill all the time. The subsidy bill and
tho caual bill have to got together, and
to this Joah Ashley eaid the tenth
time, *I'hst’s the God's trath.”

Animportaut question has been deoid
ed by the assistaal attorney general
in rolation’ to the autherity of saliocl
trustecs o appoint teaokers boyond
their own term of office. The tiustovs
of & school districtin Greenville county
who went out of cffice last spring,
claimed the right to  eleot » teacher at
Dunean's ehapel who way to teach the
suwmer sohool after their own term
expired whioh the new trustees thought
wad an invaien of their rights, The
county euperintendent of odueation
submitted Loe  quastion to the atiorney
genoral's ¢ffize, snd the foliowing is
vhe reply. Yuu request to be advis
ed upon the followicg question:  ‘ls it
legal for trastecs for any sehon! year L
make contracts lor r4 Lo serve
duriog the sencol yesr sucecediog the
yeariu whioh their commisaiony expire,
wiud, il s0, are their suce bouod
ty oxXoouto satd oonivacts? School trus
tees, being  croaturss of statute law
have we power not specificially dalegat-
ed by law, snd such powers are striotly
construod. No suthority is given to
publio soliool trustees in the sohool
law of thie state o elcot teashars be-
yond their term of office nor oan such
powerb o implied. It followa, of couras,
that any eclection beyond their term
would be wvoid Odherwise a sot of
trustecs now in offise could ocontract
with o tescher for au unlimited period,
aud euohs tencher would bs froe to aot
regardloss of the wishes or the welfare
of the people.”

Another Charge.

The Siate says the lawest oharge
sgainst tho mosquito is broughs by a
North Carolina vetorinary surgeon who
has boen ocombatting the liorse fever
Tagiog in somo portivas of that State.
lo his report to the agrioultural depari-
ment, 80 eays the Charlotte Observer's
Raleigh correspondent, ho deolaros that
while '‘the disesse is nov contsgious
from one horso to snother,” it is ‘ia-
ooulabls from horse 1o any way, and is
rapidly oarried by mosquitoes trom siok
ones to well onece. Mosquitoes con-
tinue inooulstiog the sick oues, 10 as to
make it rapidly fatal.” The fover, hs
says, ‘‘originally appeared ia 1567 and
at intervals of soveon to ton years has
broken out when morquitoss are
pumerous.’”

Old Germs Deadly.

Irene Keok, daughters of Bert Keok,
of Marion, Ind., is ill of diphtheria
and a playmate of tho same age was
taken with the discase at the same timo
and neither is expeoted to live, Io the
iuvestigation to discover in what man
ner the disease was ocontracted, it do-
veoloped that the two children had made
their way to an attio and thore had
opened an old trunk and played with
toys that belonged to a child that died
of diphtheria fifteon years ago.

FATAL EXPLOBION

Of a Largs Steemboat on the
Dz:lawara Rivar.

While the steamboat City of Trentoo,
of the Wilmington Steambost company,
was on her way from Philadelphin to
Trenton Wednesday afiernoon her port
boiler exploded, killing several persoms
and injuribg over a socore of others,
Nine persons are known positively to ba
dead, at least 19 are missing, more of
whom are believed to have been cn the
steamer, aod two of the injored still
in the hospital will probably die. The
identified dead are.

William Neleon, aged 67 years, a vet-
eran of the Uivil war and formerly an
inmate of the soidiers’s homs, Hempton,
Va.: James MoUormick, 23 years, Wail-
mington, Dal., fireman; Hiizabeth
Green 21 years, Philadelphia; William
Dann, 38 years, Philsdelphis; Arthur
R T. Lansing, 14 years, Trenton, N. J.;
William H. Keen, Phi'sdelphis; Jessie
Stratton, Trenton, died in hospital.

The
esptain and crew of tho bost conduosted
themrelves as heroes, They renderod
ail tha assistsnoe possible to the ia-
jured and Capt. Worrell was the last
man to loave the baat, All of the se-
rivusly irjared were hastily conveyed
to the hospital st the House of Correo-
tion at Holmesburg, about ihree miles
below Torresdale.

Although the sasrchers, consisting
of & verps of city polics, having been
dragging theriver ovor since Thuraday
aftornoon, vbey hava been unable to
find suy morabodiea.- That there are
Hiore viotims in the river is the firm be-
hief of the authoritics, and the failure
to lind any xdditionsl dead is supposed
to be dus to the strong currant ia the
rivarat the point where the explosion
veotirred.

The water was pumped out of the hall
tho burned steamor, after whioh s
oarefnl search was made for additional
vietimsof the explosion, but none was
found. Au sttempt was wade st high
tide Thursday afternoon to float the
wrooked vessel, but il was unsucceesful.

..ﬂ{ﬁlbm-g of.the righast aseiapliaral
digirict in the Siate. Wednesday even-
ing the Hyalis went to the homs of
friends for a brief visis. Franols, who
had besn a trusted employe on the
place for several yoars, was lefs to his
own devices. Bhorily after sunset he
entered the farm house for his cvening
meal. Miss Henderson personally pre-
pared it and was about to call the ne-
gro wken he slepped into the kitohen
and attacked the dofenseless. Bhe
soresmed loudly and long for help, but
none was at hand, The negro was
driven, finally, by her desperate resis-
tenca to the yard in the rear of the
house, but in the ead she was over-
powered.

When the Hyatts returned Miss Hen-
derson was found lying near the house
with & bullet holo abovas the left ear.
The only horse rcmlininﬁ on the place
had alzo boen killed in hin stall, evi-
dently to hinder pursuit, Miss Hen-
derson is said to have survived long
enough to inform her relatives of her
assailant. This snnouncement removed
all doubts from the minds of the oiti-
zons here, and half a dozin posses were
immediately formed. Every inoh of
territory in the country is now being
scoured. A suspect is noder srrest at
Independence and another is being par-
fusd near Sadalis.
